British parachutists had landed at 
key airdromes and American para- 
chutists were poised on the 
frontier. 
The Tunis radio went off the air 
after giving the explanation Mon- 
day morning that its silence was 
intended to save power, and this 
suggested a possibility that para- 
chute operations might even have 
been brought close to the Tunisian 
capital which the Axis had an- 
nounced was in its hands. 
Using the Nazi-controlled Paris 
radio, the Germans announced to- 
day that they had _ captured 
Bizerte and established themselves 
firmly there. The broadcast said 
nothing of Tunis, whose occupa- 
tion along with Bizerte had been 
reported in Axis communiques two 
days ago. And the use of the word 
captured seemed to refute the 
Nazi propaganda line that they 
moved in “to defend their French 
compatriots in Tunisia,” and met 
only co-operation from the French. 
The Nazis said Bizerte had “very 
strong fortifications.” 
Nazis Claim Initiative. 

The Germans chose to,regard 

the occupation of Bizerte as a vic- 


tory. “Following the occupation 
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, 
of Bizerte, the initiative now is in 
the hands of the Germans and 
Italians in Tunisia,” one German 
broadcast said. 

Eleventh-hour Axis efforts to 
save at least a slice of North 
Africa were reflected in reports 
of the massing of German and 
Italian submarines and warplanes 
in probable prelude to huge scale 
sea and air battles. 

British sources estimated that 
10090 Axig planes had been rushed 
to Sicily; Sardinia, Southern Italy 
and Crete. Other sources, pre- 
dicting important naval opera- 
tions in the Mediterranean, said 
the Axis was known to be operat- 
ing at least 50 submarines there. 

Reuters news agency reported 
from advanced headquarters in 
North Africa today that German 
Field Marshal Erwin Rommel is 
now in Tunisia, “making a des- 
perate effort to organize Axis 
forces” to resist the British First 
Army and American forces ad- 
vancing from the West, 

Rommel’s whereabouts has been 
somewhat of a mystery. He had 
been reported both in Italy and in 
Munich, but this dispatch ap- 
peared to be the most definite yet, 
coming as it did through censored 
channels from Allied headquar- 
ters. 

Parachute Operations, 
«British parachutists were taken 
to their Tunisian airdrome objec- 
tives in American transport planes 
escorted by fighters. 

A Reuters dispatch said the para- 
cute troops were mostly Londoners. 
This dispatch said that the force 
was large, that the men were 
dropped “close to an important key 
town in Tunisia,” and were moving 
swiftly eastward to carry out im- 
portant reconnaissance. 

These troops, “flown to their des- 
tination in a huge convoy of Amer- 
ican transport planes,” all are vet- 
erans of 40 or 50 jumps formed 
into a unit after Dunkerque, said 
the Reuters correspondent, Alan 
Humphreys, assigned to the Brit- 
ish First Army. 

. “Escorted by fighters, the trans- 
port planes flew low without meet- 
ing with any trouble for the whole 
journey,” Humphreys cabled. 
“When the drop took place the 
whole sky scemed filled with para- 
chutists floating rapidly to earth. 
“The crews of the transport 
planes saw people rushing out of 
their houses and waving at them as 
they sped toward their base. If 
any German troops were in the 
neighborhood they must have been 
taken completely by surprise by 
this sudden British move.” 


American Action, 


American parachutists were 
dropped in force in the’space of 40 
seconds upon an Algerian air field 
near a small town on the Tunisian 
frontier. It was the same Ameri- 
can group which parachuted to 
earth ut Oran in the early stages 
of the landings there. 
They were landed at the frontier 
airdrome by parachute because 
communications between the town 
and the coastal belt are not good 
and that was considered the best 
means of getting them there. They 
were flown to the objective in 
American transport planes, some- 
times less than 100 feet above 
mountain tops, use of cloud 
formations. No enemy planes were 
sighted, the dispatch said. 
The Paris radio in one broadcast 
said Berlin military circles de- 
clared that no actual fighting had 
occurred between Axis and British- 
American forces moving into the 
French protectorate. In another, 
it reported a clash between Allied 
troops and French colonials in 
South Tunisia. 

Arrests In Algeria. 
In Algeria and Morocco the 
French, administering their own 
civil affairs, were co-operating 
closely with Lieut.

E have won a notable victory 
W in the South Pacific. 

It may not be, probably is 
not, a decisive victory so far as the 
Pacific theater of war as a whole 
igs concerned, but it seems likely to 
be decisive as affecting the imme- 
diate issue in the Solomons-New 
Guinea area, especially when taken 
in conjunction with Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur’s successes on the New 
Guinea mainland. 

In the first place, it has proba- 
bly given us command of the sea 
in this vicinity for some time to 
come. This in itself would assure 
the safety of our hold on Guadal- 
canal and isolation of the Japanese 
troops on that island. This favora- 
ble effect has been added to by the 
destruction of the Japanese troop 
reinforcements, probably by far the 
greater part of the Japanese troops 


que which was heartily applauded. 

A Chinese friend voiced special 
appreciation for the work of the 
American flyers here, 

“You cannot imagine,” he said, 
“what a relief it is to be able to 
go to work with reasonable as- 
surance that there won’t be any 
bombs dropping around you and 
that your home will be intact 
when you return to it.” This 
Chinese, like thousands of others 
in Chungking, has brought his 
wife and family back from exile 
and, despite serious economic 
hardships, is living more or less 
a normal existence for the first 
time in five years.

Problems of Internal Debt. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE frank discussion of our war debt 

by Chester C. Davis before the Mis- 

souri Press Association was all to the 
good. But I want to raise one question. 

He said: “It (our national debt) will 
present none of the impossible problems 
that accompany an external debt.” An 
internal debt of “200 billions” may not 
present impossible problems, but we must 
not deceive ourselves by thinking it will 
present no serious problems, for the 
problems will appear and they will be 

difficult. 

An internal debt of 200 billions will lay 
a heavy burden on industry, agriculture 
and labor for years to come. Unless the 
Government deals intelligently and cour- 
ageously with the problem the internal 
debt may make our domestic economy 
so top-heavy as to bring on another de- 
pression or, worse, inflation. . 

“Our national debt we will owe to our- 
selves, and the cost of interest service 
and gradual repayment that is collected 
in taxes from one generation will be paid 
to the same generation,” Mr, Davis said. | 

It is the responsibility of such experts 
and leaders as Mr. Davis to see to it that 
an internal debt of 200 billions is not 
converted into financial power able to 
manipulate markets, prices,,wages and 
economic opportunities for the millions 
who are not likely to come out of this 
war with any surpluses to invest. 

Congress must be kept constantly and 
fearlessly aware of the problems in- 
volved in authorizing the huge expendi- 
tures, Taxation, the prerogative of Con- 
gress, is the best measure in the hands 
of a democratic government for distribut- 
ing equitably and fairly the burden of 
war costs. 

Fortunately for us Americans, we have 
our own experience of financing the First 
World War (a national debt of 35 bil- 
lions) to guide us. By the end of that 
war, too many Americans owed too much 
to too few. And that is the danger in- 
volved in an internal debt of 35 billions 
or 200 billions, 

This process of dividing the country 
into creditors and debtors was pursued 
feverishly through the boom years after 
the war. Hence, there was too much in- 
tangible wealth (paper) concentrated in 
the Northeastern part of the country 
and too many helpless debtors in the rest 
of it. To cite only one example: by 
1933, the big insurance companies in the 
East held so many mortgages on Mid- 
western farms that the companies had to 
be bailed out by the Government. 

The American people never took such 
a lesson in economics as when they 
were asked to reconcile such published 
statements as these: “Bank deposits and 
savings reach an all-time high,” “13 
million unemployed,” “Iowa farmers 
break up forced sales.” 

We don’t want a repetition of those 
bleak times. In the congressional elec- 
tions through which we have just passed, 
there was little evidence that our law- 
makers are even aware of the problem. 
Perhaps some of our national leaders 
need a little prodding.

offices. “Thus, no one. could be charged a poll tax 
before being allowed to vote for President, for United 
States Senator or Representative. But it does not 
affect the poll tax as a requirement for voting for 
state and local officials. 

Only eight states still cling to this old . device, 
which disfranchises millions of Southern voters, 
whites and Negroes alike. They are: Alabama, 
Arkansas, Georgia,: Mississippi, South Carolina, Ten- 
nessee, Texas and Virginia. 

Three other Southern states have abolished their 
poll tax laws, namely, North Carolina, Louisiana 
and Florida. So the poll tax requirement is not 
universal in the Solid South by any means. The 
proportion of Negroes to whites in those three states 
is very large. Some of the poll.tax states have 
fewer Negroes in proportion. 

In the Southern states which have abolished the 
poll tax, the percentage of Negroes to the total 
population is as follows: 
Louisiana, 36. North Carolina, 28. 
Florida, 27. | 

In the Southern states which still retain the poll 
tax, the percentage of Negroes to the total population 
is as follows: 
Mississippi, 4914. 
South Carolina, 43. 
Alabama, 35. Tennessee, 17, 

Georgia, 31%. Texas, 14%. 

Poll tax laws are not a direct outgrowth of con- 
ditions in the South during Reconstruction days, 
when Republican carpet-baggers, in league with a 
recently freed people, seized political domination of 
the South and used their powers ruthlessly. 

Poll tax laws date instead from the ’90s, long after 
the Democratic party ousted the carpet-baggers. 
What happened was that the Democratic regimes in 
the Southern states, run by gmall groups with selfish 
interests, did not truly represent the small farmers, 
who constituted more than half the population. 
These small farmers, after vainly attempting -to 
recapture the Democratic state machines, united 
with the Western farmers to form the Populist party. 
(There was one exception, South Carolina, where 
small farmers, under the leadership of Pitchfork 
Ben Tillman, obtained control of the Democratic 
party.) In the ensuing struggle between Populism 
and the Democratic Old Guard, intensified by the 
depression of the ’90s, both sides sought Negro sup- 
port, and, after a period of violence and corruption, 
the disfranchising poll tax laws were enacted. 
Opponents of the anti-poll tax bill argue that it is 
unconstitutional; advocates argue to the contrary, cit- 
ing, among other things, the Supreme Court decision 
of 1941 holding that Congress has power under the 
Constitution to regulate primary elections in the 
states. Opponents of the bill argue that the poll tax 
is an important revenue measure for the schools; 
advocates cite Georgia and Virginia, where it pro- 
vides only about 2 per cent of the total school funds,

Political bosses, in league with venal tax collectors, 
are able to exert tight control over a reduced elector- 
ate; they are able to purchase votes.in large blocs by 
paying the poll taxes of citizens who, in turn, sup- 
port the machine. So the poll tax, in addition to 
being undemocratic, lends itself to political bossism 
and wholesale corruption.

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DARLAN’S LATEST FLIP-FLOP. 

Only a few weeks ago, Admiral Jean Darlan was 
among the strongest advocates of French collabora- 
tion with Nazi. Germany, and an avowedly bitter 
enemy of the British. Now he is co-operating with 


set himself up as civil administrator there and has 
called on the French fleet to join the Allies. 

So the former chief of all Vichy’s armed forces 
has completed another flip-flop by again going over 
to the seemingly winning side. He had double- 
crossed his own country by siding with its con- 
querors; now he turns around and double-crosses 
the Nazis. The slippery Darian is burning no bridges 
behind him, however. He avows his continued 
loyalty to Petain, but says the Marshal’s orders 
must be disregarded “because he is unable to let 
the Erench people know his real thoughts.” 

Long before this, however, the wily Darlan had 
shown his talent for transferring his allegiance to 
the winner. Before the war, he labored diligently 
for-the liberal Premier Blum, and just as diligently 
for the reactionary Premier Daladier when Blum fell 
from power, After the collapse of France, Dar- 
lan ingratiated himself with Petain. He was so 
successful at intrigue that he even undermined his 
fellow Judas, Pierre Laval. When Laval came tem- 
porarily into disfavor, Darlan was advanced to 
Vice-Premier and named Petain’s successor. 

His control of the French fleet has been Darlan’s 
greatest asset. Even after Laval came back into 
favor, Darlan kept his hands on the fleet. So he 
was able to negotiate with the Germans and to hold 
his own in Vichy politics. 

Now that this treacherous opportunist has swung 
over to the Allied side, in an effort to save his own 
skin, he may be of help in keeping the fleet out 
of the Nazis’ clutches. Undoubtedly, however, the 
Allied commanders are watching him closely while 
making use of his services.

HE dynamics of production potentials 
still dominates the strategy of this war.

However, with a 
rise in the American contribution to the 
United Nations’ output from the April rate 
of 36 billions to the projected 70 billions, 
“the ratio would change to 109 billions to 


for the Axis.” 

To redress the economic balance, the Axis 
course was clear—crush Russia, crash the 
Middle East, harness the conquered re- 
sources, integrate the German and Japanese 
economies, Thereby, the Axis potential ' 
would be boosted to 85 billions, and the 
United Nations’ reduced by its losses to 
94 billions—implying a stalemate war, and 
Axis consolidation of its conquests. 

But, in the past six months the Axis has 
lost the race. Russia still stands. The Mid- 
dle East is in Allied hands. Penetration of 
the Wehrmacht into the Don Valley and 
the Caucasus has reduced Russia’s potential 
and added to Hitler’s somewhat. 

But today, with American war expendi- 
tures hitting a 66-billion-dollar rate in Octo- 
ber, the net economic balance has altered, 
to something like a 100-billion to 65-billion 
ratio in favor of the United Nations, 


Of course, this estimate is “to be used 
only as a guide, not as gospel.” All sorts 
of inexactitudes enter into the comparison 
—relative efficiences as between nations, in 
productivity, use of materials and concen- 
tration on war versus civilian output; rela- 
tive price and wage levels; relative quality 
of product, etc. 

But used as a rough round indicator, the 
war production comparison is a lightning 
flash upon the confused world picture. It 
explains the change in Hitler’s strategy, 
outlined in his Sept. 30 speech, from attack 
to defense. For—in amphibian attacks in 
the Solomons, air offensives over Western 
Europe and overland drives in North Africa 
—the strategic initiative is now passing to 
the United Nations, 

And there, by all rights, it should stay; 
For, though the Axis has yet to harness all 
its recentlygconquered resources, Germany’s 
effort must pass through the bottleneck of 
manpower, Japan’s through that of ship- 
ping, and recent reports indicate that Axis 
output has done well this summer if it has 
held its own. 

What's more, even if enemy war produc- 
tion conceivably could rise to 75 billions in 
time, so will American advances certainly 
lift the United Nations’ to 115 billions. 

But that margin is not equivalent to a 
one-way highroad to quick and easy vic- 
tory. The day of the blitzkrieg is over. In 


the first place, we must operate over ex- 
terior lines of communication, as against 
interior lines for our enemies. Automatical- 


ly, therefore, much of our economic pre-* 


ponderance is spent in the effort to build 
transports, destroyers, tankers, planes and 
bases, without which we cannot safely car- 
ry men and equipment to the fronts. 

Too, the tactics of defense have been 
overtaking those of offense. The steppes 
of Russia, along which unequal battle has: 
raged more than a year without bringing 
to the superior economic power an auto- 
matic decision, afford perhaps the best ex- 
ample. How great a preponderance in 
production potential is required to reduce 
the Axis citadels remains to be seen—and 
with it the answer to how soon, and even 
whether, we can win. 

Nor are the days of crisis past. The 
weight of metal rolling off our production 
lines is only just beginning to be felt. We 
are still devoting proportionately more of 
our output to the building of facilities and 
the training of troops than¢dis the Axis. 
Therein lies a promise for the future, but 
also a danger for today. 


For the United Nations have yet far from 
transformed their superiority in resources 
to superiority in battle equipment on all 
the fronts, Indeed, in many theaters the 
Axis still wields superior land forces, and 
in somé, more powerful air and sea fleets 
than ourselves. 

The Axis still packs offensive punch, even 
as the initiative passes to us. The outcome 
of combat rests not only on the physical 
and tactieal strengths of the offense, but 
also upon generalship, courage, moralé, 

Through our opponents’ brilliance, or our 
own mistakes, Hitler and Hirohito can yet 
wreak heavy defeats upon us, which, in 
turn, can upset the economic balance now 
working so strongly in our favor. 

Nonetheless, as the fourth winter of the 
war draws near, the tide seems to be turn- 
ing—in large measure because of American 
productive capacity, energy and genius. 
Clearly, if our war effort were now jogging 
along at 33 billions a year, instead of-twice 
that figure, the fundamental strategic pic- 
ture would now be different, the history 
of the past six months rewritten. 

Just because we have turned out the 
planes, tanks, ships and trained troops, the 
war is entering a new phase in which we 
shall choose the battlefield, mount the of- 
fensive, wear down the opponent and drive 
home the assault. 

In short, as Hanson Baldwin, military 
writer for the New York Times, put it: 
“The Axis has failed to ‘win the war, but 
we have yet to win it. How we win it: 
indeed, whether we win it, now depends 
upon the strategy we employ, the planning 
we do, the co-operation we achieve, the 
military efficiency with which we move. We 
are the masters of our fate.”

Mrs. Roosevelt, whose seeming- 
ly boundless energy has often 
caused comment, admitted that on 
this trip she did get tired. She 
described Armistice day, when. her 
program began at 8:30 and con- 
tinued through to one o'clock the 
next morning as a day on which 
She believed her feet just could 
not stand another day. But they 
were all right when she was up 
for breakfast at 8 o’clock the next 
morning, she said. . 

She brought back a few little 
silver souvenirs and when she was 
in Londonderry she was given a 
cane for the

“And then,” he said, “there’s the 
transportation problem. The prob- 
lem is bad now, and, after gasoline 
rationing, it will be worse. That 
applies not only to customers but 
also to deliveries.” 

Stores and Carriers Crowded. 

Even now, with Christmas more 
than five weeks away, he pointed 
out, the stores and the street cars 
land the busses are crowded. 

The sales force of virtually every 
store, Semsrott said, has been ,cut 
during the year by enlistments and 
the draft, and by employes moving 
to higher-paying jobs in war in- 
dustries. 

The stores have been advertising 
for replacements for months, with 
only fair success. Not only have 
the stores listed their requirements 
with the United States Employ- 
ment Service, but many also have 
sought the assistance of private 
employment. agencles. The stores 
will accept capable workers of al- 
most any age, he said. Hany old- 
er women are returning to work, 
and many high school and college 
students are taking part-time jobs 
for the season. 

Risk of Delay in Delivery. 

Semsrott said the stores would 
continue to make deliveries despite 
limitations of the approaching 
gasoline rationing program. How- 
ever, he said, late shoppers would 
run the risk of delays. 

The early shoppers, Semsrott 
said, will find ample stocks of 
most goods in all stores. Those 
who let someone else have first 
choice, he said, may expect, at 
least, a less varied selection. 

To help spread the load over a 
longer period, he said, most stores 
will remain open until 5:30 p. m. 
instead of closing at 5, beginning 
Nov. 28,

While America has fully supple- 
mented its Atlantic and Caribbean 
bases with Britain by 99-year 
leases, such implementation of 
the Solomons never occurred. Be- 
fore the war Guadalcanal’s role 
was never guessed by either the 
British or the Americans. Be- 
cause neither country foresaw Ja- 
pan’s strength, Britain did not of- 
fer, and America therefore did 
not propose, any emendation of 
the defense status in the: Pacific. 

Observers nere see with gratifi- 
cation how America’s naval losses 
have descended and Japan's 
mounted since Guadalcanal and 
Tulagi began functioning as Amer- 
ican air and naval bases. The 
costly days of homelessness are 
gone forever and the first dim 
outlines of a permanent purpose 
began to appear. We lost three 
cruisers in storming Guadalcanal 
and we lost one aircraft carrier 
trying to send supplies there. But 
once the price of not having kept 
Guadalcanal in Allied hands orig- 
inally was met by our fleet, ‘the 
shoe rapidly was transferred to 
the other foot...

Of 1500 Convention Record 


Local registration of 1500 persons from the St. Louis area alone—

Winslow, 
she believes, will live again and 
be important again. Not, perhaps, 
in the way that it was, but in a 
bigger and better way, as the cen- 
ter of the Northwest Arkansas 
tourist trade. It was on the way 
when the war came. War will end 
and peace will come, and then 
watch old Winslow climb to the 


top. That is Miss Maud’s dream, — 


She has no doubt that it will come 
true, 

“In the Y, where highway and 
town street meet, stands the print 
shop of Miss Maud, keeping watch 
over the past and facing the fu- 
ture. On the hill above it stands 
the house where she lives alone, It 
is a vantage point that she chose 
between the old town and the new 
tourist settlement up tHe moun- 
tain, where she could be a friend 
to both, 

Highway 71, when it was being 
built, was the hope of Winslow.

Families from Fort Smith, Van Bu- 
ren and Little Rock spent the sum- 
mers there. Saturday nights, when 
the trains brought the men from 
the cities, there was a crush at 
the station.

| nouse he studies the slip board, a 

list of the civilian flight instruc- 
tors horizontal with the names of 
cadets who are their charges. If 
his name on the board is boxed in 
red it means a check ride, and his 
jaw _tightens a little. Feigning 
casuainess he shrugs, probably 
reads over again for the hun- 
dredth time the “Don’t Do” verses 
with appropriate, rather gory art 
that are tacked high on the wall. 
One chronicles the sad fate of 
“loose-toothed Archibald Bass” 
who figured that “aux” meant the 
same as “reserve” and now spends 
his semi-mummified days on a hos- 
pital bed,.swathed like a Pharoah 
ready for the grave.

Gruen explains tersely the cycle 
of sky schooling from wings on 
the sleeve, through wings on the 
cap to bar on the shoulder.

Beyond his office is the pilots’ 
room, filled with tables, green lock- 
ers, and, on off days, with men 
whose eyes are squinty and nar- 
rowed, like those of all veterans of 
sea or clouds. The instructors are 
a taciturn lot, with good Anglo- 
Saxon vocabularies that can be 
drawn on when a cadet pulls a 
boner, and such bucolic tastes as 
W. A. Clark’s fancy for raising 
baby chicks. Some have been cot- 
ton dusters; others, like Bob 
Grundy, who used to make an 
airline run from Cortez to the cap- 
itol of Honduras, could swap yarns 
on foreign flying. But they mask 
intense interest in the progress of 
their “youngsters” with an imper- 
sonality cooler than a good julep.

changes in the early years of 
life that were a physician acquaint- 
ed only with the adult body he 
would hardly know how to examine 
a newborn baby.* He would be 
justified in thinking it was a new 
species of animal. 

The proportions of the newborn 
baby are all different. The head 
is much larger in proportion to the 
body and the upper part of the 
head is away out of proportion to 
the lower. Watching the eyes, if 
you get a chance to find them 
open, you will notice that they 
move independently of one another 
and make no attempt to focus on 
objects as an adult’s do. 

The abdomen is much larger than 
the chest, due to the size of the 
liver. The abdomen is the fur- 
nace which prepares all the ma- 
terials for growth and since that 
baby has to increase two or three 
times its size in a year or two, the 
furnace must be adequate. 

The activities of this little bundle 
of humanity are naturally strictly 
limited, It tends. to respond with 
mass movements when stimulated.

That is, the whole body moves 
rather than a part, as is the case 
with an adult. He will draw up 
his legs, beat his arms about, shake 
his head and roll over in one move- 
ment. 

It is doubtful how much the baby 
sees, hears, smells or tastes, Its 
sensory world is certainly very 
different ¥rom ours. 

Everything the baby does is a 
gradual pattern of improvement. 
The sequence of motor activity is 
as follows: 1 month—lies on ab- 
domen and lifts chin. 2 months— 
lies on abdomen and lifts chin and 
chest. 3 months—lies on back, 
reaches for object, such as a ball, 
usually misses it. 4 months—sits 
with support, 5 months—sits in 
mother’s lap, grasps object. 6 
months—sits on chair, grasps dang- 
ling object. 7 months—sits alone. 
8 months—stands with help. 9 
months—stands holding furniture. 

Ten months—creeps. 11 months— 
walks with support when led. 12 
months—is able to ‘pull itself to 
standing position by grasping fur- 
niture. 13 months—climbs stairs. 14 
months—stands alone, 15 months— 
walks alone without help. 


Here is the observation on acé 
tivities of an 18-months-old baby: 

He carries things to the porch: 
a spade, a wheelbarrow and a cart. 
He stooped over to pick up the 
spade, but arranged his feet several 
times before he could keep his 
balance when he leaned over. He 
backed down two steps of the 
porch,- on his hands and knees, 
and walked up and down a nar- 
row path on the lawn. When he 
fell down, he picked himself up by 
keeping his nands on the ground 
until he was sure his feet’ were 
steady.

Answer: West’s best opening is 
a trump. It is extremely unlikely 
that a lead of partner’s suit is 
either necessary or advisable. With 
considerable heart strength in your 
own hand, your best chance to de- 
feat the contract appears to be to 
break up a potential cross-ruff, 
thereby assuring to the greatest 
possible degree that you will win 
two heart tricks. (Fifteen points 
demerit for the lead of any dia- 
mond; 25 points dem. for a club 
lead; 50 poinfs dem. for a heart 


lead.) ‘

West opened his singleton 
spade; East won and played two 
more rounds of the suit. On the 
third round West was tempted to 
force dummy’s heart ace with the 
nine or ten, but, with rare fore- 
sight, resisted the impulse and, in- 
stead, discarded a ‘second club, 


After ruffing the .third spade 
with dummy’s heart five, declarer 
cashed the ace, then entered his 
own hand with a diamond. Now 
came the crucial play—and de- 
clarer guessed wrong! Forced to 
take out trumps, he led the 
queen, East won and returned 
another spade—and now, what- 
ever declarer played, West was 
sure to win the setting trick with 
the heart ten. ; 

If declarer had guessed that 
East had started with king and 
ene trump, he could have made 
his contract by driving out the 
king with a low trump. But if 
West had forced dummy to ruff 
with the heart ace, declarer 
scarcely could have gone wrong. 


Molasses Pop Corn 


Two quarts (about eight cups) 
popped corn, two-thirds cup mo- 
lasses, two tablespoons butter, one- 
half cup sugar, one-half cup water, 
tw6 tablespoons vinegar, one- 
fourth teaspoon soda, one-eighth 
teaspoon salt. 

Boil gently, without stirring; mo- 
lasses, sugar, butter, water and 
vinegar. When a fine thread 
forms when a portion of the hot 
syrup is poured from. a spoon (re- 
move the cooking sy*up from heat 
while making this test), add soda 
and salt and mjx thoroughly, Pour 
over the corn and mix with fork 
or long-handled spoon. Heap up 
the molasses-covered corn into a 
large bowl,

Back in 1939, when Litvinov was 
removed from his office as Com- 
missar of Foreign Affairs, we all 
thought he was on his way to the 
salt mines. But he _ was still a 
member of the Congress. Every- 
one thought that his removal from 
office meant that he was in con- 
siderable personal disfavor. Sub- 
sequent events proved that politi- 
cal expediency had prompted Sta- 
lin to replace his old friend with 
Molotov. Soviet Russia knew that 
sooner or later she would have to 
fight Germany. But she wasn't 
ready. Litvinov was not the man 
to stall for time, not the man to 
placate Fascist Germany. His rec- 
ord was too anti-Fascist for that. 
Molotov could be the conciliator. 

The Silent Man in the Kremlin 
said nothing. He never does. Molo- 
tov did the talking. Molotov greet- 
ed Von Ribbentrop when he visit- 
ed Moscow. Litvinov was home 
playing chess and having the first 
vacation he has had in 30 years. 
Then the blow came. He was given 
the most difficult and most im- 
portant diplomatic post in the 
world. He should do well in that 
post. 

There are people in America (I 
know there are in Britain) who 
still distrust and fear Soviet Rus- 
sia. They still wonder if Stalin 
won't somehow negotiate a sepa- 
rate peace with Hitler. A short 
talk with Litvinov would over- 
come all their doubts. There isn’t 
an ounce of appeasement in Lit- 
vinov’s big, friendly body. He can 


The land below us was flat and 
uninteresting. We flew very low 
to duck unwelcome attention of 
any German aircraft that might be 
in the vicinity. Late in the after- 
noon we landed at Astrakhan air- 
port to refuel. Even as we landed 
the weather cldsed in on us and 
we knew that we were there for 
the night.

This was ter- 
ritory dearly coveted by Herr Hit- 
ler. The old-fashioned oil derricks 
pumped slowly and huge pipes ran 
from the fields toward the city. 
Baku is on the Caspian Sea and 
(if you like to travel, which I 
don’t) an interesting place. 

To us the most interesting fea- 
ture was a modern hotel. The In- 
tourist Hotel at Baku is probably 
the best in Russia. It is the kind 
of good commercial hotel one 
would find in Detroit or St. Louis. 
Moats and I ran ahead, as usual, 
to get the single rooms, but the 
floor which was reserved for us 
only had double rooms and there 
weren’t enough to go around. So 
I doubled up with Prof. Douglas 
Brown of Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology, who had come to

DRESSED and hurried down

When the weather cleared, 
we left on the fourth day for the: 
last six-hour hop to Teheran. We 
were very happy on our way to 
the airdrome. 

“And now, Moats,” I said, in the 
doleful tone of that man who does 
travelogues, we leave Baku, this 
little jewel of the Caspian. We 
will never forget the kindness of 
our welcome, nor will we forget 
the quaint tribal customs, the 
exotic food and the cry of the 
caviar in the stillness of the night.
